The commission 
opposes government ownership but, 
tor tlio purpose of determining the 
effects ot tlila natural monopoly upon 
the consumer, recommends publicity 
Ihrough annual reports made to some 
government agency on terms prescrib- 
ed thoroby.

"Tlio commission," says the report, 


"hold to the view that a limited tat- 
ura! monopoly like anthracite, held by 
a relatively small number ot Individ- 
uals, estates and companies, and sup- 
plying a necessity tor millions ot our 
.people, cannot continue lo he treated 
as It It wer'o not affected by a public 
Interes't. The fundamental fact In tho 
anthracite coal problem Is that, here- 
tofore, these limited and exhaustible 
natural deposits have been in absolute 
private possession ot their legal own- 
ers to ho developed or withheld at will, 
to lie leased for such royalties as could 
lie expected, to bo transported arid 
distributed at such rates anil In such 
manner as double-headed railroad coal 
and combination might And advanta- 
geous from the point of view of private 
profits." 


The commission does not recom 


mend the abolition of existing property 
rights,' and while It opposes govern' 
ment ownership. It does Insist that the 
secrets of the industry, Its attain and 
management should no longer be with 
held from the public. Jest as national 
banks and Interstate carriers &ra reg-

New York. — "1 can't say exactly 


when the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion or any other company will get rid 
of the twelve-hour day entirely, but 1 
can positively state that they will be- 
gin to act In that direction very soon 
and be very diligent in their efforts." 


This statement was made by Elberl 


H. Gary, chairman ot directors ot the 
•United Stales Steel Corporation abJ 
recognized spokesman ot the steel In- 
dustry ot ae country. He was ampli- 
fying the letter ot the directors of tha 
American Iron and Steel Institute to 
President.Harding promising to abol- 
ish the twelve-hour'day. "when there 
la a surplus ot labor available." , • 


Mr. Gary estimated tho additional 


number of men needed in the Industry 
to make the olght-ho'ur day possible U 
50,000. 
Men, however, coming from 


the South, from Mexico, the Philip- 
pines, Ca.isda and other countries 
hare made some showing, and, Mr. 
Gary said. Increases are expected. 


Mr. Gary, in his Interview,' outlined 


the' policy ot the ateel producer Jn 
regard 
to the 
elimination of tha 


twelve-hour day. Tor several years," 
ho said, "tho steel Industry hac recog- 
nized the growing public sentiment." 


Slnca President Harding called the 


steel leaders ot the country to tha 
White House fourteen months ago, be 
added, "practically all ot the manufac- 
turers ot Iron and steel In this country 
.have positively agreed-to the entire 
abolition ot the twelve-hour day BO 
soon as there Is sufficient labor to per- 
mit It." This he regarded as "a won- 
derful achievement." 


After tolling of the prompt responds 


by tho steel men to President Har- 
ding's letter of Juno IS, Mr. Gary re- 
viewed tho twelve-hour situation. He 
said: 


The twelve-hour day In the steel 


Industry was referred to at the stock- 
•holders' meeting ot the Steel Corpora- 
tion In April, 1914, by Mr. Smith, ons 
ot the workmen connected with the 
American Sheet and Tin Plato Com- 
pany at ono of the mills In Ohio, who, 
with others, mado remarks which 
were taken down by the stenographer 
and written up and printed. 
' In t''ose remarks Mr. Smith said: 


"There Is just one tfilng more about 


the twelve-hour day that perhaps the 
Company should know and the stock- 
holders, too. 
It may ho'wlso and we 


appreciate the great effort that the 
corporation has made to reduce the 
twelve-hour day to ten, or whatever 
ft sees lit, and we ieel the effects of 
their effort. 
They have done it to a 


great extent. But 1 notice when the 
criticism comes that the corporation 
or employer gets all the criticism. I 
have had experience to the contrary. 
The facts arc that the employer never 
established the twelve-hour day. 1 
helped .to establish it and every work- 
Ingman who helped to build up the 
Iron business helped to establish It, 
and the refusal In many cases to grant 
the twelve-hour day would have been- 
a sufficient cause for a walkout many 
a time."

And not only can they read at that

• Typewritten matter can rarely be 
road at more than about 2CO. words a 
minute, owing to the greater distance, 
the eye has to travel, while with »v«n 
the clearest' handwriting a minute Is 
occupied in reading at the most.200 
words. 
- The art of reading quickly Is at- 
tained by the practice which enables 
the oye to recognize a word by Its 
.formation''more' than by the actual 
letters It contains. 


But to be able to read quickly Is 


not of great use by llself; the brain

Into this Is cut an opening 'which 
Rlinws, in outline, the shape to which 
it Is desired the crown of the tree be 
fashioned. 


1'he dendroscope Is used by an ob- 


server who,stands 'on the ground at 
a distance away about equal to the 
height of the tree. The observer holds 
the dendroscope In ,nn upright posi- 
tion so thai when he looks throughIhn 
opening the/lower outline edge coin- 
cides With the lower onlllne of the - 
tree's foliage and the top with the 
place in the crown at'which It la de-.

-Two hundred 'years ago next Thurs- 


day occurred the hanging of the pi- 
rate* on;th« Point. 
The following 


uccpnnt ta taken" from the Mercury 
of one hundred years ago: , 


"In the year 1722 the coast of Now 


Kngland.,was infested by two pirat- 
ical sloops; one was called tho For- 
tune, the1 other the Ranger, and were 
both under the command of one Ed- 
ward Low. Thoy captured and plun- 
dered several vessels and treated the 
crows with great cruelty. These dar- 
ing outrages • occasioned tho Grey- 
hound, Sloop of War, commanded by 
Capt.. Solfiard, to bo sent,In quest of 
them. 
Tho pirates wcro come up 


with,off Block Island, and after ft 
tevero engagement; the captain and 
many of his men having been killed, 
(he survivors were compelled .to call 
for quarter. They were carried Into 
Newport, and tho crews confined In 
gall ilntll July of the following year. 
\vhont 30 of the number were tried 
pursuant to the King's Commission, 
at the Town House hi Newport, by a
